HE extraordinary and unique Collection of Engraved 
7)| Wood Blocks now offered for sale includes those 
gathered together during many years research by 
Edwin Pearson from every possible source. Among the early 
relics of quaint and droll woodcuts are curious specimens from 
probably most of the old English printing offices, and many 

discovered in the ancient stock of John White, Printer to 
| King William for the Five Northern Counties of England; 
also original blocks used in the earliest editions of John 
Bunyan’s “ Pilgrim’s Progress,” Emblems, etc., with the largest 
collection of original woodcut blocks designed and engraved 
by Thomas and John Bewick ever formed. These are exceed- 
ingly interesting as showing the progressive talent in their 
earliest works, unaided by pupils, and executed for Newcastle
